Experiments Showing Their De- 
structive Force. 

Utica (N. v.), March 14.—[By the As- 

sociated Press.] A successful test of the 

Justin explosive cartridge, as fired frem a 

nine-inch rifle gun, took place in a ravine 

at Perryville Falis, near Canastota, today. 


| The rifle used was a Blakesley, made by 
-Faleett, Preston & Co, of Liverpool, Eng- 


land, for the Confederates, in 1863. It was 
used and captured at the siege of Charles- 
ton, since which time it has not been fired 
until today. It had a test of 45 pounds of 
powder with a 275-pound projectile, The 
Justin cartridge, which it was sed to test, 
is an invention of Dr. Justin of Syracuse, 
The object of the test was to determine 
whether a large amount of dynamite could 
be fired from a rifle, using gun powder as 
the projecting force, without the dynamite 
exploding in the catridge before it left the 


gun. 

Four shells: were fired at a solid quartz 
cliff over a third of a mile away. The last 
shell weighed 350 pounds, or 100 pounds 
more than the regulation, and contained 
nearly nineteen pounds ot dynamite. It 
blew to powder a quartz block which it hit, 
and the bullet ricocheted up the cliff out of 
sight. The third shell had eight and 
three-quarter pounds of dynamite and 
weizhed 300 pounds, and did great 
execution on striking the rocky side 
of the ravine. It tore up rocks generally 
and split the steel bullet in half, one piece 
2 nearly a mile away. The dynamite 
all exploded at the moment of contact, and 
would have blown a ship out of water.

ARKANSAS City (Kan.), March 3.—[By 
the Associated Press.]

It 
echoed around the outlet from midnight 
until dawn this morning, and when the sun 
rose over the promised land the invasion 
had fairly begun. All day the long lines of 
canvas-covered prairie schooners drew into 
the coveted land. Tonight itis estimated 
that from the different points of entrance 
fully 20,000 peopie bave passed the border 
and balt that number have staked claims.

The 
tenants of the strip, the Cherokee Live 
Stock Association and agents, were taken 
entirely unawares. The Cherokee Indian 
Police force was too insignificaut to, oppose 
the invaders, The Government, so far as 
known, bad taken no precautions to arrest 
the possible movement of the settlers, and 
it was not until early this morning that 
military appeared upon the scene. 

Capt. Burbank, in command of a small 
force of troops at Oklahoma City, marcaed 
into the strip late last night to stay the pro- 
gress of the boomers, but so far as known 
this force had no effect in retarding their 
movements, Asthe boomers entered the 
strip, the cattle grazing there looked upon 
the unusual scene with alarm, a stampede 
ensuing, which the cowboys in charge were 
unable to either check or control. The cat- 
tie fled five or six miles before the invaders 
from the north, when they were met by 
boomers coming up from Oklahoma. Be- 
tween these two fires they were driven east 
and west. Arriving on the strip, the set- 
tiers staked their claims, 

Advices from Kiowa say that 500 boomers 
started from there. Just as the wagons 
were ready to move a big prairie fire was 
discovered raging in the outlet. It is 
thought it may have been set by the cattle 
people to drive back the settlers, So 
anxious, however, were the boomers that 
not even fire could stop them, and they pro- 
ceeded, avoiding it by making a detour.

Today the voters have to decide | 
fipon the most wasteful and extrava- 
gant of all three of the sewer propo- 
sitions; that for the issue of bonds to 
the amount of $696,900 for an outfall 
to Ballona. 

This proposition was fully discussed 
in these columns during the previous 
sewer campaign, and is doubtless 
fresh in the minds of voters, so that 
we do not consider it necessary to yo | 
again into details, but will confine 
ourselves to a few main reasons why 
the project shoulda be defeated. 

As shown in Mr. Culver's article, 
the route selected for the Ballona sea 
outlet is about the poorest one, so far 
as ground is concerned, that could be 
found, and how any sensible or prac- 
tical construction could be made on 
that route, located as it is through a 
boggy marsh, reported in places 18 feet 
-@evp to bottom, and lengthwise of the 
marsh at that, is beyond compre- 
hension. 

The right of way for the outfall is 
still in a state of uncertainty over a 
portion of the route. a 
In accordance with the law, the out- 
fall, as provided for in the ordinance 
and call, can only be carried to the 
ocean beach, thus creating a great 
nuisance. 

The project has been once condemned 
at the polls, since when a large extra 
sum has been added to its cost. 

An ocean outfall scheme, as in- 
dorsed by the citizens’ committee, 
would cost only $200,000. 

The dry lands south of the city need 
thesewage. The opposition has never 


yet given a sufficient reason why the f 


sewage should not be used by small 
farmers on the lands. 

- All these constitute solid reasons for 
a heavy vote against the outfall 
scheme. 

Let the voters turn out today! The 
small vote of the past two days shows 
almost criminal negligence. 

Let voters not be deceived by the 
cry that we must now vote the outfall, 
as a necessary sequence of the interior 
system. Independent citizens are 
not to be forced into voting 
against their convictions by any 
such insulting covert threat as is con- 


ate and causeless an insult to a grea 
mass of respectable lvitizens, including 
business men, artisans, workingmen, 
home-owners and home protectors— 
as is contained in this excerpt. What 
is vote by ballot? Is an independent 
citizen of the United States, in the ex- 
ercise of his highest privilege, under 
obligation to exbibit the character of 
his choice to all who congregate around 
the polls? Why should a citizen 
“seem to be ashamed” ot voting against 


a project which many of our best-in- 


formed men have considered both ill- 
devised and extravagant? What right 
has the Express to say that a voter, 
who picks up a ballot without flaunt- 
ing it in the faces of the bystanders, 
“slyly slips’? a ballot off the pile? 

As a fact, there is no doubt that a 
large majority of the minority who 
voted No on Thursday consisted of the 
most respectable, law-abiding and 
solid members of the community. 
They do not deserve insuit for their 
independent act, and they and their 
kind resent the insolent slurs of the 
evening newspaper. ; 

A majority of the 1459 citizens who 
voted against the bonds were the men 
who will have to pay forthem. Had 
they no right to express their opinion 
on the subject at the polls, without 
being subject to insult? Are the ad vo- 
cates of the bonds composed of a bette 
class of citizens? 2 
We express ourselves somewhat 
strongly on this matter, but not half 
so strongly as several citizens have ex- 
pressed themselves to us, in comm̃ent- 
ing thereupon.

The Ordinance for.Its Removal Ap- 
proved by Mayor Pond. 

San Francisco, March 14.—[ By the 
Associated Press.] Mayor Pond today ap- 
proved the ordinance recently passed by the 
Board of Supervisors providing for the re- 
moval of the Chinese population to a pre- 
scribed section in South San Francisco, a 
district located on the outside of the city.

The ordinance requires the removal of all 
Chinese to this district within 60 days, and 
declares a failure to comply with the pro- 
vision a misdemeanor punishable by im- 
prisonment not exceeding six months,

A New Variety-of English Waluuts with 
Soft Shells. 


Mysterious Vine Disease Discussed 
by Newton B. Fisk of the Agri- 
cultural Department—Santa 
Cruz Next Time.

Dr. Conger of Pasadena exhibited a 
limb of an orange tree to illustrate the 
fact that the orange is a hardier fruit 
than the lemon. 

GRAPE CULTURE. 

The first essay of the morning was a 
valuable article from the pen of R. B. 
Blowers of Woodland, Cal., read by 
George Rice. The writer says: 

‘Thore are several things necessary to con- 
sider if we desire success in this line of hor- 
ticuiture. We must grow the particular 
varieties that have keeping qualities and 
have also an attractive appearance sufficient 
to make them successtul as a market fruit, 
Flavor is the next consideration. After hav- 
ing arrived in the eastern markets in fine 
condition and sd on their good looks, their 
eating quality should de so excellent as to 
create a demand for more. In order to pro- 
duce all of these results a proper selection 
of climate, soil and varieties of grapes must 
be made, and the grower must keep in view 
all the conditions necessary to success. 
deep, rich, sandy, clayey loam, weil un- 
derdrained, and a warm, dry climate seem 
tw fill the conditions. Pruning must be in 
accordance. with the habits of the vine. 
Overbearing must be avoided, as color is 
absolutely required, and is onlv obtained in 


perfection when the proper balance is kept | n 


tween leaves and fruit color. Keeping 
quality and flavor all go together, and the 
treatment of soil and vine producing one, all 
things being equal, produces the other. Ir- 
rigation in winter, when winter rains are 


licht, and June or early July irrigation, 


supplies the proper conditions, because a 


vigorous growth of vine during the spring” 
and early summer, exhausts the moisture 
rapidly from the soil. This exhaustion is 
hastened by the. moisture receding down- 
ard and a constant evaporation from the 
surface of the soil as well as trom the leaves, 
there being but little condensation under 
the cultivated soil, owing to the heated con- 
dition of the ground during July and 
Angust; but duriug this period a strong. 
healthy flow of sap must be maintained to 
give the fruit a perfect development, be- 
use if there is not enough evaporation 
om the leaf to keep it cool, there will be 
more or less sun scald. There must also be 
a Surplus of sap in order that a part of it 
may return from the leaf, after being elimi- 
nated to the fruit. in case of lack of molst- 
ure,from over-dry soil or too many grapes 


forthe vine under its conditions to carry 


them, it will be found that the fruit is 
disc» lored, owing to a lack of 
9 not the carrying 


qualities. 
Considerable attention was paid to 
the different varieties of table grapes, 
the Tokay being awarded the palm for 
popularity. The writer then dwells on 
the proper method of picking and 
packing grapes, saying: 
The proper methods of picking aud sine 
Ing are of the greatest importance. Grapes 
should be picked after the dew is off the 
vines. The picker should cut the stem with 
a sharp knife, holding it with the otlier 
hand, and c:refully piace it in the picking- 
bex, stem upward, filling the box only about 
three-fourths full. The grapes should not 
be expused to the light or heat of the sun, 
should — — — as 
fuily as possible @ packing-room, a 
there stacked up in such a manner as to 
give complete ventilation. They should 
remain there 24 hours. Then it will be 
found that the stems are wilted and flexible 
and they can then be handled softly with- 
out breaking the skin at its intersection 
with the stem. 


Tue packing-room should be light; the elip-Ioranke 


— arran on one side of a long table or 
les, the packers on the r. The cli 
pers take each bunch by the stem, carefully 
cut off all imperfect or unripe pes, then 
carefully lay it on the table. te bran 
should mutilated as little as possible. 
Then the packer, using a form with mov- 
able bo please the largest bunches in 
the form, filling the top and covers with 
smaller bunches, then places the basket on 
the form, pulls the form partially off the 
table, places the right hand under the 
ses the mov- 
able form until the grapes are in the basket, 
turns the left hand down and the right 
hand up, then places the thumbs on the 
movable bottom, and with a slight pressure 
removes the form with the fingers. This 
leaves the grape properly adjusted in the 
basket. The attendant places four baskets 
in the bottom of the double crate, then 
stacks them (the crates) up as high as con- 
venient, and places in a cool room an equal 
— of packed baskets tor further cur- 
g.

The following paper on the 
CULTURE OF THE SOFT-SHELL WALNUT 
Was read by George W. Ford of Santa 
Ana: 


The European walnut (Juglans regia, 
Latin; noyer; French; noce, Italian; nogal, 
Spanish ;) is one of our finest growing trees, 
and after thorough test has been found to 
be at home in the State of California, 
eepemally in our rich valleys between the 
coast and the range of mountains. 

Ot this most desirable and profitable nut 
there are many varieties, some of late intro- 
duction from France, two varieties origi- 
nating in the orchard of Joseph Sexton, 
Esq., at Santa Barbara, supposed to have 
come from seed brought from a point in 
South America, and besides the common 
English or Madeira nut, known best of al! 
to us, as it was the first to be propagated 
and raised in our orchards. 

The soft-shell walnut (one of Mr. Sex- 
ton’, varieties) is considered by all who 
have had experience with it to have all the 
points essential for a first-class walnut, aud 
rey — land the most profitable orchard 

an 

7 have in my orchard eight varieties im- 

ted from France, which, in my estima- 

on, are entirely worthless, all being of a 
dwarfish nature, and after being planted in 
the orchard for seven years, have not made 
as large a growth as some of my 3-year-old 
soft-shells. 1 first procured my seed from 
Mr. Sexton, and in examining them I found 
two Varieties, a soft paper 
thin, and a soft shell. 


This paper shell, as it is termed, isa 
finely-flavored walnut, but it is not by any 
meaus a good grower, and, besides, the nuts 
are small and the shell extremely soft, 
which consequently makes it difficult to 
ship any distance. For family use, on a 
small lat and for close planting, the paper 
shell will give satisfaction, and those who 
plant trees of this variety will certainly not 
o amtes. 

The larger and finer variety is what I 
term the Improved“ soft-shell walnut, as 
in selecting the nuts for planting I pick out 


- the largest nuts and only those that come 


from the largest growing trees in my or- 
chard. My improved soft-shell nuts loom 
the premium at the last Downey fair, 1 
had about one-third of a bushel there, and 
the nuts averaged 24 to the pound. I plant 
my walnuts in the nursery rows four feet 
apart by one foot. apart in the row: and do 
not believe in planting nursery stock of any 
ind too close—certaluly cheaper trees cap 
grown by that method, but 1 ha ve yet to

find a stunted tree that ever gave satisfac- 
tion when placed in an orchard. 

I want l-year-old walnut trees one to 
three feet; 2-year-olds four to six feet; and 
Z. year-olds seven to nine feet; all of the 
above to be good,.stalky trees. The root of 
a 3-year old walnut is but a little longer 
than a l-year-old, though it is certainly 
larger. Of course the root will grow in 
proportion to the top of a tree, for when a 
walnut commences to branch, which is 
about four: years from the seed, then the 
root will commence to throw out laterals. | 
In planting the trees in an orchard, first 
of all plow the ground deep, and then go over 
it with a harrow or pulverizer. 

Forty feet apart. alving 27 trees to the acre, 
is the best distance to plant the improved 
soft-shell walnut. Dig large, deep holes; 

lant two or three inches deeper than the 
S grew in the nursery; lean them to the 
prevailing summer winds, and you will not 
have to stake your trees to make them grow 
straight. I'ress the soil firmly around the 
roots, and, if not very moist, give each tree 
five or ten gallons of water, which is suffi- 
cient to settle the soil firmly around the 


roots. 

Cultivate your orchard to the depth of 
four or five inches. If your soil is moist 
enough to — the tree in good growing 
condition during the summer months, then 
irrigation is not necessary; but to make a 
first-class walnut in size and in the fuliness 
of kernel, if the ground is not naturally 
moist enough, then artificial means will 
have to be adopted. é 

1 don’t think small grain should be plant- 
ed in a walnut or any other orchard. 

lf corn is grown, leave eight feet on each 
side of your trees clear, though I am of 
opinion that potatoes, peanuts or beans are 
less injurious to the trees. 

Pruning the walnut is of but little trouble 
and can be done by any one. When plant- 
ing. do not cut the top off, as is done on 
other deciduous trees, but leave the main 
trunk for the center. Prune up to three or 
four feet (not too high), for the bark ofa 
walnut tree is easily sun-burned, so it is 
necessary for the foliage and lower branches 
to shade the trunk. | 

It the lower limbs extend outward and 
arein the way of the cultiv tor, tie them 
up to the trunk, for by so doing you can 
trainthe lower branches upward 80 as to 
cultivate close to the tree, and when the 
orchard comes into bearing, the limbs grow- 
in g upward, will not bend down to the 
ground with the fruit, so you can’t get 
within 20 feet of them with a cultivator. 

My improved soft-shell walnut com- 
mences to bear at 4 years from the seed; 
at d years old my trees averaged 50 pounds 
of nuts to the tree, while some trees went 
as high as 75. At 7 years they averaged 
and at 8 years old averaged 


96 nds, 
141 high as 125 pounds, while some of the 


est trees bure 150 pounds of the finest 
wainuts I have ever seen. 1 have never 
sold the nuts for less than 10 cents per 
pouud, and from that to 15 cents. Here are 
a few figures which no doubt will be of in- 
terest to many contemplating planting wal- 


uts. 
For instance, take an 8- year- old im- 
proved solt-shell walnut orchard, which will 
average at least one hundred pounds to the 
tree at 10 cents a pound, which gives $10 to 
a tree, or #270 to the acre. 
Even at 5 cents per pound $135 would be 
the gross returns, which is gvod interest on 
per acre, after all expenses for culti- 
vatio irrigating, etc., are paid. The 
above figures speak for themselves as to the 
paying qualities of this nut. I have a few 
English or Madeira nut trees on my place, 
14 years from the seed, receiving the same 
care as my 8-year-old, improved soft-shell 
orchard, but they do not bear at the present 
time one-third the quantity of nuts that my 
soft-shell produce, besides obtaining a 
smaller price (about 5cents or 6 cents a 
pound), and the trees, though nearly twice 
the age. are not any larger. 
It is a well-known fact not only to fruit- 
growers, but ta merchants, that a M 
nut gets rancid if kept a year. 
Though all possible care may be taken of 
them, I have kept the improved soft-shell 
walnut in good condition for two years, 
while a friend of ae Bacon of 
Capistrano, tella me he has kept them in 
first-class condition for three years.. The 
above points are of interest to us, as, if we 
have the.soft-shell, we don’t have to crowd 
it off on an overstocked market. 
In planting walnut trees 40 feet apart it 
only gives 27 trees to the acre, and if a mao 
is not satisfied with this small amount of 
trees, then let bim put orange trees 
tween. (Budded varieties are preferable 
kor quick returns.) 
Plaut au orange tree in the center of 
every four walnuts, which gives an equal 
number of wainuts and oranges, 27 of eac 
kind to the acre. If 3-year-old walnuts are 
planted, an orchard like this will give the 
owner handsome returns in three years 
from planting, if properly taken care of. 
The walnut being covered with heavy 
foilage in summer, protects the oranges 
from the cool coast winds, which prevail at 
that seas p; and when the cool coast 
breezes have stopped blowing in the winter, 
then the foilage is off the walnut tree, 
which gives the sun full play among the 
fast ripening oranges. I believe an orchard 
like this could stand for twenty-five or 
thirty years without having to remove any 
of the trees,and am of the opinion that 
trees will and 


if near the coast, for the cool coast wind in 
summer is not at all beneficial to the or- 
ange. The only good oranges I h ve seen 
wb near the coast were well protected 
with wind-breaks, and oranges grown in 
this way will compare favorably with the 
inland fruit. 

Now, gentlemen, in making the above re- 
marks, I should say, before you plant a 
walnut orchard see that you have good, 
rich, deep, valley soil, with first-class water 
facilities, ordo not expect such promising 
returns asl or my neighbors in Orange 
county have had. I don’t recommend plant- 
ing a walnut orchard if you have r soil, 
but something that will come off the ground 
early in the season. 

Certainly, your land need not be any- 
thing extra, but I say that almost any land 
where corn can be grown without irriga- 
tion in this State, especially in the southern 
part, a good quality of walnut can be raised 
without artificial means of watering, 

In winding - oe short paper on the 
“Culture of the Soft-shell Walnut.“ I will 
say, ifany fruit or walnut-grower doubts 
my words, 1 extend to him an invitation to 
come down to our thriving little capital of 
the new-born county, and I shall show him 
there an orchard which would satisfy the 
most skeptical that a soft-shell walnut or- 
chard is a paying investment. 


The next paper was one entitled 
“SOME POINTS ON PRUNING | 

the Muscat.“ It was by Gustav Eisen 

of Fresno, and was read by Secretary 

Rice. 

Among other things the paper says: 


Should we ask ourselves why we prune, 
we might establish the following points: 

First—To prevent me vine from getting 
out of shape. 
Second—To prevent over-bearing. 
Third—To give rapes. 
Fourth — To keep the vines healthy. 
3 produce as sweet grapes as pos- 


There may be other points to be consid- 
ered, but I believe that — are the most 
important ones, which every ralsin-grower 
should take into consideration before he 
puts the shears to the wood or, as is only too 
often the case, allows some one else to doit. 


CULTURE OF SMALL FRUITS 
was the next paper. It was read by 
D. Edson Smith of Santa Ana. The 
writer claimed that the cultivation of 
small fruits is only in its infancy on 
this coast. He believes it destined to 
become a large and prefitable one. He 
spoke of his experience, saying: 


On coming to this valley eigut years ago, I 
found the Wilson’s Albany the predominat- 
ing — the Cuthbert the ruling 


raspberry, and the Kittalinna and Law- 
ton the prevailing blackberries, I 
sent to Mr. Purdy of Palmyra, N. 


X.. for some Doolittles, Tylers, 
Turneis, Crimson Beauties, Hansels and 
Herstines, for varieties of raspberries, and 
the Knox and Wiison’s Early for black- 
berries, but 1 did not make a success with 
any of these varieties, With Kittalinna 
) Crandall’s Everbearing, the Cuthbert and 
the New Rochelle, I have had very good 
success, For strawberries, I like the Mou- 
arch of the West and the Pineapple. In 
some parts of this region of country the 
Cuthbert is the most profitable raspberry to 
be grown, 

In other localities it seems to winter- 
kill” or live ata poor dying rate,” which 
ig not at all satisfactory. It needs a deep, 
rich-soil, and does much better with some 
kind of protection from the midday sun of 
summer. I plant mine in my orehard, 
where the tree foliage shades them, The 


most profitable raspberry that 1 have tried 


is what is known with us as the “New 
Rochelle.“ It seems to bea cross between 
the Cuthbert and Doolittle, It passes fora 
red berry, but it propagates from the tio 
like the Black cap, aud partakes largely of 
the cap fla vor. 

This berry is exceedingly hardy and vig- 
orous in its growth of cane, and is a very 
prolific bearer. 

The fruit is much firmer than most of the 
red varieties and will bear shipment well. 
Its quality is somewhat inferior, but its 
earliness more than compensates for this. 

It is the first berry in the market and for 
that reason tastes exceedingly fine. Still, I 
have a few customers who prefer this berry 
to the Cuthbert at any season of the year. 

For family use 1 would recommend the 
planting of a few Herstines, Most people 
think this variety far superior in flavor to 
any other kind grown in these parts. The 

vat drawback is their shyness of bearing.

u some parts of Los Angeles county the 
Scoubegan raspberry is very protitabie. I 
have had no with it. 
As a rule the beach varieties do not do as 
well here. 

Of the varieties of blackberries, Iam now 
setting out only the Crandall, Perhaps the 
flavor of this berry is pot so fine as some 
other varieties, but in all other respects 1 
think it much superior. It is a strong, vig- 
orous, hardy plant., very productive, of 
firm, handsome berries, fruits over a largor 
s@4son than aby other. variety 1 know of, 
and the vines will not run all over your 
place. In fact, you will not get enough 
suckers or sprouts to set outa new row. 
have arow of raspberries or blackberries 
between my tree rows, which are 24 feet 
apart. Ofcourse I draw on more plant 
food, inthe shape of a fertilizer, than I 
take off. 3 
If 1 was setting out a piece of ground en- 
tirely to these berries, I would have the 
rows frow ten to tweive feet apart, and the 
plants four feet apart in the row. It pays 
to bave good, rich soil for these fruits, and 
then have the soil put in the best condition 
before setting out the plants, but with 
another season, rather than to set out your 
plants in soil only half prepared. Piow 
deeply and harrow thoroughly several times 
before setting out. Lastly, open a trench 
with your plow where the row is to be, 20 
inches deep; go along with a dasket of 
plants, a four-fvot lath and ashovel, and set a 
plant in this trench every four feet and fill 
the dirt around it with the shovel, If the 
trench is too deep in places for the length 
of the plaut root, fill in a little dirt; if not 
quite deep enough in places, ‘scovp out a 
shevelful. Aim, in preparing the ground 
with plow and smoocher, to leave it dishing 
each way toward the row of young plants, 
so that irrigating water turned in at the up- 

rend will run along the row of-plants as 
n a trough. Aim to have the ground 
around the set plants a few inches below 
the general level of the land. After the plants 
are all set in a row, go along with a rake, if 
there are but a few plants, or with a horse- 
-hoe if there are many, and fill in the trench 
between the plants. It is a pleasure to set 
out plants in this way; and such deep, rich, 
well-stirred soil tickles the plant roots, so 
that they kick out their heels rapidly in 
every direction, And the plants throw up 
their heads and crow and grow in a manner 
entirely satisfactory to all concerned, If 
the ground is dry, or there is no rain soon 
after setting out the plants, irrigating water 
should be turned down the row, or t least 
a quart or two of water poured around each 
plaut; then, before the soil hardens, stir it 
well with cultivator and hoe. And all 
future care resuvives itself into uent 
waterings, and frequent stirrings of the 
soil. Allow no weeds to appear, and keep 
three inches of surface soil well loosened 
with the horse and hoes. These small 
fruits require frequent waterings, especially 
when forming fruit and during the fruiting 


season. 

When the blackberry and raspberry canes 
bave reached a beight of three feet, 
along with a sharp butcher knife and 
off the tops. This will cause them to throw 
out laterals. When these laterals have 
reached a length of aixteen or eighteen 
inches, clip 10 inches off their ends in the 
same way, and so with every succeeding 
growth of laterals. In; this way you will 
have a strong, sélf-supporting tree-vine, 
which will be aconstant source of joy to 


youin many ways. keep my es 
pretty 9 mulched close to the vines. 
The speaker paid considerable atten- 


tion to strawberry culture, and gave 
some interesting experiences. 

The speaker said the scale which in- 
festa some blackberry vines can be 
Killed with the “‘rosin-wasb:’’ Rosin, 


nh | 15 pounds; caustic soda, 3 pounds; lin- 


seed oi], 3 quarts; water, 100 gallons, 
Boil the rosin, soda aud oil in one- 
third of the water until a periect 
emulsion is formed, then add the re- 
maining two thirds of the water and 
spray while the solution is still quite 
warm. 

Tha essay closed with a dissertation 
on the profits of small fruit-culture 
that clearly established its profitabie- 
ness.

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ABOUT OUR’ NERVES. 


DR. PINCKNEY BEFORE THK 
GENTLEMAN'S OLUB 


Impulses and How They Originate 
Not Electrical — Nerve Cells 
Contain. the Very Essence of 
Life. 


— 


Dr. Pinckney spoke last evening in 
the Universalist Church before the 
Gentleman’s Club on the Nervous 
System ani Nervous Diseases.” The 
lecturer dealt with a difficult subject 
in an entertaining manner, few tech- 
nicalities being introduced, and proved 


the many present. A brief synopsis 
follows: 

The-essential part of the nerve mass 
is the cell—minute, grayish, semi- 
transparent, chemically like the yolk 
of an egg, and endowed with a pe- 
cuilar, unknown property of orig- 
inuting what, in the lack of a better 
term, we call impulses. The essential 
part, making up nerve cords, is the 
axis cylinder. This has the power of 
— impulses generated in the 
cells. 

It is not alone in the spinal cord and 
brain that we fiud mere masses that 
originate impulses. The nerve masses 
of the sympaihetic system, called 
ganglia, are distributed in various 
parts of the body. The heart beats 
partly from impulses derived from 
ganglia in its walls. A heart may 
beat after it is removed from the body. 

The nerve masses of the sympa- 
thetic system are. concerned chiefly in 
involuntary action, such as regulating 
the blood supply, gland secretion, in- 
voluntary movements of organs which 
the will cannot properly control. The 
nerve centers iu.the spinal cord, while 
doing some of this work, havealsoa 
higher function to perform, and are 
capable of causing purposive action. 

nthe brain are centers doing some 
work like that of the ganglia and 
spinal cord, but the chief and dis- 
tiuguishing feature of the brain is the 
presence in it of the highest centers, 
those of conscious action, both mental 
and physical. Here are the cells, the 
action of which results in voluntary 
movements, in perceiving, remember- 
ing, reasoning and performing all the 
other functions of the mind. When 
the complexity of the structure of the 
nervous system and the multiplicity of 
its processes are considered, it cannot 
but be wondered how it can possibly 
be kept in order. 

There are two kinds of nervous dis- 
eases—one depending on injury or dis- 
ease process which destroys part of a 
nerve mass or nerve cord,. and the 
other upon perve action of cells 
8 any discoverable changes in 
om. 
nerve centers is that where a continued 
irritation, often from a distant source. 
seems to cause an accumulation of 
nerve impulses in a center. These im- 
pulses, discharged all at once, cause 
nervous headache, disturbed heart ac- 
tion, hysteria or epilepsy. 
* Affections known as mental dis- 
@ases or insanity arise, as do other 
nervous diseases, from gross changes 
in nerve matter, and also from per- 
verted action without any physical 
change being discovered. It is not 
known at all what these changes.are. 
The most accurate chemical analysis 
of nerve matter and the most careful 
examination of nerve cells with the 
aid of the microscope show no change 
during or subsequent to the generation 
of an impulse. We speak of action or 
change in the nerve cell, because in 
discussing this matter we must use 
some term to designate it, and because 
it is inconceivable that we should have 
an effect without a cause, although 
there has n absolutely no physical 
demonstration of any change or any 
act in the nerve cell which causes an 
impulse to be sent out. : 
In like manner, we are ignorant of 
what the impulse is. At one time it 
was supposed to be an electric current, 
and some color was given to this theory 
from the fact that the nerve fibers are 
Cooney insulated by a fatty sub- 
stance called myeline, and because an 
electric current sent along a nerve 
roduced effects similar to those caused 
y the impulse sent from the nerve 
centers. Yet the most delicate tests 
for electricity have failed to indicate 
its presence. For this and other rea- 
sons itis now generally conceded that 
the impulse is not electrical, and that 
we do not know what it is. 
This much is clear: When we have 
traced every motion, every thought, 
every function, indeed ali that is in- 
cluded in our idea of living, as far 
toward its source as human knolwedge 
goes, we have traced it unknown to all 
change and here stopped. So far as 
buman skill can demonstrate, all work 
that man has done since the world be- 
gan, both mental and physical, has 
peen done only by impulses from the 
cell change, transmitted along the 
nerve fibers, If we accept the 
materialistic philosophy, then these 
cells are the ultimate origin 
of lite and motion. There noth- 
ing beyond the cell which’ origin- 
ates its action. In the cell is the very 
essence of life. When this is dead all 
of the human being has perished. If 
we accept the theory that the mind is 
something distinct from the action of 


‘| the brain, then it is here in the nerve 


cell that the mind comes in contact: 
with matter and controls its action. If 

we accept the doctrine of an immortal 

spirit, then here in the nerve cell the 

spirit joins the body, and it is this that 

originates the change in the cell which 

finds its expression in action of mind 

and muscle. |
